Black holes: They’re the most destructive monsters in the universe. We already knew 
they can be powerfully massive. Now scientists say they’ve found the most massive 
ones yet, as reported in the journal Nature. 

How big? 

The mass of each is about lo billion times the mass of our sun. The previous black 
hole record holder, first measured in 1977, has a mass of about 6 billion suns. 

And for each black hole, the “event horizon”— basically areas from which nothing 
can escape their gravity— is about five times the distance between our sun and Pluto. 

“We started this search several years ago,” black hole hunter Chung-Pei Ma of the 
University of California at Berkeley said. Using Hawaii’s huge Keck telescope and the 
Gemini and McDonald observatories, Ma said her team “targeted the biggest galaxies 
in the nearby universe because the biggest galaxies are most likely to host the most 
massive black holes.” Here are some facts and figures about the discovery and black 
holes in general.

CTA’s feeling 
mighty social 


Everyone's used to 
characters on the 
CTA.NowthcCTA 
is using characters— 
about 140 of them— 
to its advantage. 

'rhe Cl'A on 
ITiursday celebrated 
the one-month 
anniversary of its 
Iwitter and I'acebook 
accounts. Since it 
launched its social 
media presence 
Nov 1, the d'A has 
garnered more than 3,400 1 witter followers 
and more than 4,700 likes on its Face book 
page. 

“We believe this is a valuable resource 
for customers,’^ said Brian Steele, the new 
Cl'A director of communications and media 
relations, who regularly updates the agency^s 
social media outlets with a few other CTA 
employees. 

I'he Cl'A began tweeting modestly. Its 
first message was: “An official announcement 
from the Cl'A: Ilello.^^ 

Slowly, the agency began to gain its foot- 
ing. It started tweeting about unscheduled 
train delays and bus reroutes and responding 
to rider questions and comments. 

It picked up steam last month, when the 
holiday train started its annual run. 'I'he 
agency tweeted the train's exact location and 
encouraged riders to submit photos. 

'I'he Cl'A conducted a survey last month 
about its social media habits and found many 
of the 60 riders who participated were inter- 
ested in train and bus updates on Twitter. 

On Facebook, the CTA focuses on more 
general information such as posting photos 
of stations that have been deep cleaned and 
video of the new 5000 -series rail cars with 
the aisle-facing seats. 

Steele said the CTA reviewed comments on 
its Facebook post last month announcing the 
agency was planning an open-fare system— 
where riders will be able to use their debit or 
credit cards to pay transit fares. The concerns 
were addressed on the CTA’s “frequently 
asked questions” page for the program. 

“Facebook, we’ve had longer, more detailed 
conversations,” Steele said. “Twitter, we’ve had 
more up-to-the-minute conversations.” 


RIDERS BLOCK

Unlike some companies, the Cl'A doesn’t 
follow its customers on '1 witter. As of Mon- 
day afternoon, the agency was following 37 
'Iwitter users, mostly feeds of city depart- 
ments and other transit systems. 

By not following its customers, riders are 
not able to send private messages to the CTA 
about their problems. Steele said when riders 
have issues that include sensitive informa- 
tion, such as a Chicago Card account, they 
are encouraged to email CTA customer 
service directly 

'I'he CT'A still is working on the founda- 
tion of its social media, including its %^oice, 
Steele said. 'I'he agency is looking into 
including posts from its president, Forrest 
Claypool, who told Going Public last month 
he isn't too familiar with “Twittering.” 

Steele said the C'lA also hopes to educate 
its readership about general transportation 
issues by posting stories about other agencies 
and the US, transit industry as a whole, 

“But perhaps most importantly wcTc using 
both our Twitter and Facebook accounts to 
listen to our customers,” Steele said.

GETTING CHILLS? NEW SHOW SHINES A 
LIGHT ON CITY’S DIRTY LITTLE SECRETS

REDEYE 

This is no Segway tour of Chicago. 

It doesn’t include Navy Pier, the Bean or 
Millennium Park. And you won’t make a stop 
at American Girl Place. 

But if you follow novelist and Chicago 
resident Marcus Sakey host of the new Travel 
Channel show “Hidden City” you might learn 
more about the City of Big Shoulders. Sakey 
sinks his teeth into legendary stories, ones 
that have become the basis for songs, mov- 
ies and TV shows. Actors including Leonardo 
DiCaprio and Johnny Depp have played or 
will play characters based on key players in the 
crimes he highlights. 

The series, which hopscotches across the 
country, kicks off Tuesday with Chicago as 
the star. “Hidden City” aims to transcend the 
typical travel show and discover the seedy un- 
derbelly of America’s greatest cities. 

“If you want to go to a place and understand 
it,” Sakey said, “you gotta get out of the clean 
and sanitized places.” 

That’s exactly what Sakey was willing to do 
for RedEye, digging into some of the more 
notorious underworld locations, the spots 
we drive past every day going to work. Sakey 
a crime writer who’s penned books including 
“The Blade Itself” and “The Two Deaths of 
Daniel Hayes,” lives in Chicago, making the 
city the perfect spot to investigate for the 
first “Hidden City” episode. What he found 
was that sometimes the answers aren’t clean 
and simple. For example, in researching the 
riots at the 1968 Democratic National Con- 
vention, Sakey found a police officer and an 
indicted protester who, after more than 40 
years, still haven’t found any common ground 
about the controversial events. 

Sakey did, however, take some pepper 
spray to the face in an attempt to understand 
the thoughts, emotions and reactions of 
those in the riots. Protesters at the 1968 riots 
were sprayed with mace by cops, and Sakey 
thought its use might have affected both the 
police and demonstrators. 

“I want to understand how {pepper spray] 
works, how it feels,” he said, admitting “that 
was not the most fun half an hour of my life” 



but discovered he understood the police offi- 
cer’s “mentality, which is, you know, it sucks, 
but it’s nonlethal.” 

Sakey also took a test to find out if he was a 
psychopath to better dig into the mystery of 
serial killer H.H. Holmes and fired a Tommy 
gun to explore the world of infamous bank 
robber John Dillinger. 

After all that investigation, Sakey said he 
gained some insight, perhaps, into the way 
the city works, and found an appreciation for 
the complexity in the Windy City’s most infa- 
mous crimes. 

“Chicago’s a city of contradictions. Chi- 
cago is a place where both things exist: Tbu’ve 
got North Side and South Side; you’ve got op- 
portunity and crushing poverty” he said. 

Ultimately, though, the digging just made 
him love Chicago all the more, he said. 

“It has underscored my love of this place,” 
Sakey said, while adding, “I wouldn’t turn down 
a Malibu house.”

Sakey’s take: Sakey can’t condone the glamorization of murderers and thieves like Capone, 
but he can understand it. “Al Capone looms large. We’re conditioned to be attracted to that, 
the strong and charismatic figure. The bystander who got killed [by Capone’s men], we don’t 
even know who he or she was,” he said 

Sound familiar? Rumor has it that a prequel is in development for “The Untouchables,” 
which will star Gerard Butler in the Sean Connery role and feature a fictionalized account of 
the massacre.

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John Dillinger 1934 

D Dillinger, a notorious bank robber and prison escapee, 
famously met his end outside the Biograph Theater 
(above) in Lincoln Park when FBI agents shot him three times. 
Dillinger was taken to nearby Alexian Brothers, where he was 
declared dead. 

Location: 2433 N. Lincoln Ave. in Lincoln Park 
Sakey’s take: Sakey was intrigued by the image Dillinger 
played up-one of a cool Robin Hood making his way in the 
Great Depression-while he led a life of crime. Dillinger “really 
enjoyed being viewed as a suave gangster.” 

Sound familiar? Johnny Depp portrayed Dillinger in the 2009 
movie “Public Enemies,” part of which was shot in Chicago.

Sakey’s take: On the show, Sakey talks to both 
a cop escorting a police captain at the time of 
the riots and a member of the Chicago 7 who 
was thrown through the window of the Hilton 
in question. He was surprised to learn neither 
had decided the truth might lie somewhere 
between their two extremes. “These are both 
really smart guys, and it’s been [40] years, time 
enough that you’d think any pride issues might 
have faded,” Sakey said. 

Sound familiar? The 2007 film “Chicago 10: 
Speak Your Peace,” whose stars included Liev 


Schreiber, Mark Buffalo and Nick Nolte, told the 
story of the protesters’ trial through an animat- 
ed reenactment.

Uptown confrontation 
that stopped CTA service 
ends with surrender

Three people surrendered Monday evening in 
Uptown after a nearly six-hour standoff that 
began with the arrest of one man in a firearms 
investigation and shut down part of the CTA 
Red Line, a law-enforcement spokesman said. 

The three apparently barricaded them- 
selves in a building in the 4600 block of North 
Broadway about 4:15 p.m. after police and fed- 
eral agents tried to question them in a firearms 
investigation. The standoff began after Town 
Hall District officers and Federal Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives 
agents working in a task force found out about 


“wanted individuals” being in the area, Police 
News Affairs said in a statement this evening. 

The standoff ended just before 10 p.m. with 
three people surrendering peacefully, bureau 
spokesman Thomas Ahern said. 

The first arrest took place nearly six hours 
earlier, when officers and agents found a ve- 
hicle belonging to one person wanted for ques- 
tioning, police said. No warrants were being 
served at the time the agents and officers ap- 
proached the man, Ahern said. 


Members of the task force, also including Il- 
linois State Police, had been “trying to talk to 
a couple of individuals, just for questioning” in 
the firearms-related investigation, and when 
they approached one of the men, he tried to 
run away and was apprehended, Ahern said. 
Police said the man was arrested after officers 
and agents saw him go up to the vehicle. 

Since the initial arrest, police and ATF 
agents had been “attempting to negotiate the 
safe” surrender of others involved, police said. 


Man fails robbery of MMA fighter, police say 


A man who tried to rob a mixed martial arts ex- 
pert at gunpoint found himself no match for his 
intended victim this weekend, police said.

"We have no intentions of creat- 
ing a site that would reside on that 
domain," Northwestern spokesman 
Alan Cubbage said, adding that the 
purchase is a way of "protecting 
Northwestern’s good name.” He de- 
clined to say how much the university 
paid for it. 

The University of Chicago, Chicago 
State and Illinois State are among 
the institutions that also claimed do- 
main names during an early registra- 
tion process. One firm that oversees 
registration of the .xxx domain, ICM 
Registry LLC, did not immediately 
respond to requests Monday seeking 
price ranges.

Massive cuts for USPS 

Proposal would slow mail delivery and eliminate 28,000 positions 



Facing a $14 billion budget shortfall, the U.S. Postal Service announced plans Monday for extensive job 
cuts and delivery changes, bloomberg file 


WASHINGTON The U.S. Postal Service 
is seeliing to slow its delivery rate, the 
agency announced Monday in an effort to 
help save $2.1 billion a year and fend off pos- 
sible bankruptcy 

The proposed plan, which would go into 
effect in the spring, would relax delivery stan- 
dards for first-class mail, so it would arrive 
within two to three business days, largely do- 
ing away with overnight delivery for stamped 
mail. The delivery delay would be a byproduct 
of the closure of 252 mail processing plants — 
more than half the total, a change the postal 
service announced in September. 

“The U.S. Postal Service must reduce its op- 
erating costs by $20 billion by 2015 in order 
to return to profitability” David Williams, a 
USPS vice president, said in a statement. 

“The proposed changes to service stan- 
dards will allow for significant consolidation 
of the postal network in terms of facilities, 
processing equipment, vehicles and employee 
workforce and will generate projected net an- 
nual savings of approximately $2.1 billion.” 

Approximately 28,000 employees would 
lose their jobs as a result of the closures. The 
spokeswoman for the mail carrier’s union de- 
cried the move as one that would “hasten the 
demise of the postal service.” 

“This is precisely the wrong direction 
for the postal service,” said Sally Davidow, 
spokeswoman for the American Postal Work- 
ers Union. “The postal service should be 
modernizing and improving its service for the 
American people so it can remain relevant in 
the digital age, not slowing service and mak- 
ing mail less relevant.” 

In the past five years, mail volume has de- 
clined by more than 43 billion pieces. The 
postal service’s bottom line has suffered from 
the resulting loss of revenue; it is facing a 
$14 biUion budget shortfall next year. 

In response, the agency has proposed a se- 
ries of cost reductions, including closing ap- 
proximately 3,700 post offices. Officials also 
have considered ending Saturday delivery

REDEYE 

Pizza Persona can most 
easily be described as 
Chipotle for pizza, and 
ironically it’s located 
right next door to one on Diversey Avenue in Lincoln 
Park. You start at one end of the counter and pick 
your crust (white, wheat or gluten-free). Then you 
move down the line and add your choice of sauce and 
toppings. While you pay the cashier, your lo-inch pie 
is fired for about four minutes in a brick oven. 

If you don’t want to DI Y, choose from the eight 
preset pizzas in the “Pick-a-Persona” section. I was 
semi-entertained to find them depicted in posters 
with colorful silhouettes, kinda like early 2000s iPod 
commercials. For example, the Clubber (represented 
by a martini-wielding gal) puts the components of a 
chicken club sandwich atop a pizza ($8), while the 
Meathead (denoted by a beefy bodybuilding dude) 
has sausage, pepperoni and bacon ($9).

DETAILS 

The crust: Satisfyingly crispy with 
just a touch of chew. The wheat 
is a bit chewier than the white, 
but doesn’t dip into cardboard 
territory. 

The sauce: Besides a respectable 
plain tomato, sauce choices in- 
clude pesto, barbecue, garlic olive 
oil and hot sauce. Ranch sauce 
(which I tried on the Clubber) 
hints at the practice of dipping 
leftover crust in the dressing, 
while the spicy Thai sauce is like 
the delicious peanut-based ver- 
sion you’d get on noodles. 

The toppings: DIY pies start at 
$6, and you can load up on 18 
free “fresh” toppings-from black 
olives to jalapenos to pineapple. 
Adding lots of “premium” ingredi- 
ents can quickly drive up the price 
at $1 each for sausage, pepperoni, 
mushrooms, bacon, anchovies or 
roasted red peppers. For vegans, 
“no cheese” is just as valid an op- 
tion as shredded, fresh or low-fat 
mozzarella, feta, Cheddar or ricot- 
ta here. The quality of toppings is 
what you’d expect for a quick- 
serve operation. 

Other stuff: Six-inch dessert 
pizzas ($5) with apples, melted 
butter and brown sugar or gra- 
ham cracker crumbs and toasted 
marshmallows are a fun option. 
During the shop’s grand opening 
Sunday, the staff will dole out free 
pizza from 11 a.m.-IO p.m. 

BOTTOM LINE 

Though it’s been open for only a 
few weeks. Pizza Persona already 
seems to be drawing fans for 
its tasty pies, which are just big 
enough to polish off in one sitting. 

I wouldn’t make a special trip for 
it, but I’d definitely choose it over 
neighboring chains.
